Kerensky’s Chance. 


The account of the Korniloff revolt, as 
recorded by the official agents of the Pro- 
visional Government, is probably no more 
impartial than Tacitus’s acconnt of Nero, 
It is the only account that has reached 
the world outside Russia, and we should 
be rash to make it a basis for conclusions 
on any quéstion of fact or policy. There 
seems to be little doubt, however, that, 
whether as a result of negotiation or of 
force majeure, General Korniloff's revolt is 
now ended. — For three days we heard 
nothing of his march to Petrograd, and, 
since he was reported on Tuesday to be 
within twenty miles of the city, it is 
obvious that something must have hap- 
pened to check his progress. If we may 
believe M. Kerensky’s latest Order of the 
Day and M. Skobeleff's statement to a 
meeting of Workmen’s Delegates—-and the 
tone of both is confident and triumphant— 
the revolt has oome completely to grief. 
We are, told nothing of General Korni- 
loff’s fate, but it is stated definitely that 
his whole staff has surrendered, and that 
Petrograd is now safe from all attack— 
save by the Germans. According to M. 
Kerensky, the revolt failed because the 
people and the rank and file of the Army 
nefused to give it the slightest support. 
If the official reports are true, it will be 
known in history as the “ Revolt of the 
Generals,” for it seems that nobody below 
the rank of a brigadier had any part in it 
M. Kerensky now issues Orders of the Day 
instead of proclamations, because to his 
office of Premier the Provisional Govern- 
ment has now added that of Generalissimo 
of the Russian Army. He tells the Army 
and Navy that the revolt has been “ com- 
pletely checked,” and that the guilty 
persons will be brought to justice under 
martial law. The soldiers and sailors 
have remained loyal to the Government, 
and are convinced that “extreme and un- 
reflecting demands” can result only in the 
weakening of the State. M. Keren 
concludes with a warning that hencefort 
all acts of insubordination will be 
punished ruthlessly, and with an appeal 
for a union of all the national forces 
against the autocratic enemy at the gates 
of free Russia. i

All M, Kerensky’s mistakes have been 
due to his tendency to be guided by the 
forces of ignorance and indiscipline, It 
is clear that these forces regard the defeat 
of the Korniloff revolt as a-triumph for 
themselves. That incompetent and dan- 
gerous body, the Soviet—ocomposed largely 
of anarchists, syndicalists, and inter- 
national Jews—will be thinking to-day 
with the mind of a Sulla rather than of an 
Augustus. Yesterday M. Skobeleff, the 
Minister of Labour, addressing committees 
of the Council of Workmen's and Soldiers’ 
Delegates and of the “Council of 
Peasants,” said nothing about the Ger- 
man danger, but devoted all his eloquence 
to denunciation of the defeated generals. 
To-day two paths lie before Russia, and 
M. Kerensky must make a speedy choice. 
He must choose between anarchy plus 
proscription and unity plus discipline. He 
must control the innumerable councils of 
soldiers, syndicalists, workmen, and 
peasants or he must be controlled by them. 
Russia can be saved only by a military 
dictator. Military dictators have won 


many great wars, while the idea of a 'D 


“Council of Peasantsa' ' having any voice 
in the conduct of a conflict with the rath- 
less efficiency of Germany is not the less 
tragic because it is wholly ridiculous. By 
making M. Kerensky Commander-in-Chief 
of the Army, as well as Prime Minister, 
the Provisional Government has invested 
him with the powers of a military dic- 
tator. If he is the strong man for whom 
we lock, he will never find a better moment 
for showing his strength than now, when 
he has put General Korniloff’s defeat to 
his credit as a man of action, If he is 
that strong man, he will hasten to do 
many necessary things. He will turn his 
back on the Soviet; will send the work- 
men back to their work and the peasants 
to their farms; will take steps to avert 
the growing menace of famine; will re 
organise the Army and put Russia’s best 
generals, including General Korniloff, at 
its head. Republican Russia is almost 
dead of talk, and united action alone can 
save her. To-day she and M. Kerensky 
are at the crisis of their fate. 


The Submarine Peril. 


Reuter’s Agency has been furnished by 
a “high naval authority” with a state- 
ment on the present position of the sub- 
marine war. It is of a reassuring 
character, but it is couched in the vaguest 
and most general terms. The Govern- 
ment refuses to issue really definite 
returns of losses, and the sitna- 
tion does not warrant the diffusion 
of an uninformed confidence. As the 
Naval Correspondent of The Times said 
yesterday, in commenting on the latest 
returns, though these are better on this 
occasion, “there are no indications at 
present that should give anyone grounds 
for the suggestion that the submarine 
menace is in a fair way of being dealt with 
effectively.” Even the latest returns, for 
what they ate worth, are not altogether 
encouraging. The reduction in the num- 
ber ‘of ships which are unsuccessfully 
attacked is disquieting. It is possible, of 
course, that armed merchant vessels are 
less frequently attacked than formerly, It 
is equally possible, however, that the more 
powerful types of submarines now operat- 
ing are able to meet armed merchant. 
men on better terms. Our anti-sub- 
marine devices may be, and doubtless are, 
improving; but meanwhile the submarine 
continues to grow in efficiency and offen- 
give force. We learn from Danish sources 
that a new German fotilla has been 
turned out, and will shortly be commis- 
sioned. The chief purpose of the new 
craft is to lay mines in the Atlantic and 
around the British coasts. They are said 
to be of fifteen hundred tons, to be three 
hundred and fifty feet in length, and to 
have a large torpedo, shell, and mine- 
carrying capacity. Can the improvement 
of our anti-submarine tactics match the 
development of the enemy's sabmarine 
strength in such a measure that losses can 
be kept down to the point where replace- 
ment by new construction is possible? As 
the Government withholds the total of 
our losses in tonnage and the difference 
between these and the replacements, we 


are not in a position to answer that ques- 


tion. Even if we could answer it in the 
sfirmative so far as the present Allied re. 
quirements are concerned, the question is 
complicated by a new factor hitherto un- 
considered. This new factor is that 
within the next few months a great addi-

New South Wales as a model in this 
Twenty or thirty years ago fish 
was very scarce and expensive in Sydney. 
In 1915 the Government of New South 
Wales acquired a number of steam 
trawlers, .which landed 

sevéral times a week at a central receiving 
dépét with cold storage equipment. Here 
the ‘fish were cleaned, and were distributed 
by light cars to retail dépéts in the city 
area. The experiment was entirely suc- 
cessful. The small fleet was enlarged, and 
a chain of coastal dépéts was established 
along the coast, with all facilities for 
transport by rail, road, and water. The 
stoppage of waste was enormous, and a 
regular and large supply was ensured. 
There is no obvious reason why a similar 
scheme should not succeed in Ireland. 
We make no suggestion of “ profiteering ” 
against Dublin fishmongers; but, what- 
ever their charges may be, they cannot 
sell more than they can procure. 
With proper organisation the catches 
could be quadrupled, Cattle may become 
scarce; sheep and pigs may fail to appear 
alive at the “yards” or dead at the 
dealer's. The kindly fruits of the sea 
might be made unfailing ; yet we continue 
to neglect a national asset of real im- 
portance,

The delay in answering is somewhat extra- 
ordinary. Little time was lost by the 
United States in sending in reply a state- 
ment with which the Allied Powers asso- 
ciated themselves. It is the opinion here 
that Germany is in a difficult position. 
She is unable to formulate exactly what 
she wants, and, therefore, it is expected 
that the reply, w sent, will confine 
itself to generalities, and leave details 
severely alone. She wants Belgium, or at 
least Antwerp, and is unable to bring her- 
self to resign her claims, and is unwilling 
to make them. this point is un- 
settled all others, like Alsate-Lorraine and 
the German Colonies, must wait.

ENEMY ATTACK AGAINST 


MONT ST. GABRIELLE. 


Italian Official.—North-cast of Gorizia the 
enemy, employing units recently sent to our 
front, yesterday renewed with greater intensit;, 
and with a larger number of forces, his at- 
tempts to dislodge us from Mont St. Gabrielle. 
Hie furious attacks were successful in a few 
advanced posts, but’ were stopped by our main 
line of occupation, which stubbornly defended, 
but the gallant troops of the llth Division cou!d 
not be shaken or penetrated. On the Trentino 
front enemy patrols were put to flight. 
enemy aeroplane brought down by anti-aireratt 
fire fell in the neighbourhood of Fuino. 

Austrian Official—The fighting pause on tne 
Isonze continues. Even in the event of the 
Italians planning further attacks the result of 
the eleventh Isonzo battle started on August 
17th is that there is no change in the war situa- 
tion in the south-west, and the battle up to the 
present time ie undoubtedly an Italian failure. 
On the Carso Plateau the conquest of the vil- 
lage of Selo, which, at the beginning of the 
fighting, wag situated in our foremost line. is 
the only advantage gained hy the enemy. 
Trenches lost temporarily on the eouthern wing 
of the Carso position were recaptured by the 
Commanders and General Staff by the applica- 
tion of their experience of war, whereas the 
brave troops, most of all the infantry, which 
had the heaviest work, once more covered 
themselves with glory. In the Wippach Valley, 
and near Gorizia, engagements were also guc- 
cessful, not one Enri having remained m 
enemy hands. On the Bainsizza-Heiligen-Geist 
Plateau the Italiane obtained a success, which 
caused the chief command to withdraw ite front 
line from two to seven kilometres on an extent 
of fifteen kilometres. Since then al! attempts 
by the enemy to extend his first gains have been 
made at preas sacrifices. Powerful attacks hav* 
taken place against Mont San Gabrielle. and 
the sector north-east thereof. The struggles 
arouvd Monte San Gabrielle are examples of 
tenacious and glorious defence. During the 
eleventh Isongzo battle the Italians have engaged 
fortyight divisions on a front which amounts 
to hardly as many kilometres. The Italian 
losses are correspondingly high, and, including 
20,000 prisoners, they amount to 230.000 men, 
that is to say, almost a quarter of a million. 


MACEDONIAN FRONT. 


French Official.—There has been lively artil- 
lery activity in the region of Monastir. In the 
region of the lakes our troops reached Mumu- 
lista (western shore of Lake Ochrida), and Hill 
1704, ten kilometres north-west of Mumulista. 
In the operations of September llth and 12th 
we captured 160 prisoners, two mountain guns, 
and three machine guns.

STATEMENT BY THE ALLIES’ 


REPRESENTATIVES. 

M. Kerensky, in au Order of the Day to the 
Russian Army, states that the revolt has 
been “ completely checked,’ and that the 
guilty persons will be placed in the hands 
of justice, to be dealt with uoder the 
martial law of the revolution. Every act 
of insubordination te the authorities will 
henceforth be punished ruthlessly. 

M. Skobeleff also states that the revolntion has 
failed; that General Korniloff’s Staff has 
surrendered, and that the whola 
Machinery of the Army administration 
will shortly be re-organised. 

The Minister of the Interior declares that 
owing to General Korniloff’s revolt, the 
Russian fronts have been left for three 
days without any defence, and without 
a commander; that the severest penalty 
onght te be inflicted on him; and that 
the Government will do nothing to obtain 
clemency for him. 

Travellers who arrived on the Russo-Swedish 
fronticr from Petrograd on Wednesday 


Say that General Korniloft. defeated the | 


Government troops at Luga. 

They describe him as master of the situation, 
and say that he has entrusted M. Rod- 
rianke with the formation of a new (Go. 
vernment, with its seat at Moscow. 

The representatives of the Allied Powers at 
Petrograd have issued, through Sir George 
Buchanan, a denial of reports, alleging 
that they were taking steps either to sup- 
port General Kornileff or to binder his 
suppression. They state, however, that 
in sympathy with the great Russian 
democracy they offered their good services 
te avoid the shedding of blood in a 
civil war.

M. KERENSKY’S ORDER OF THE 


DAY. 


INSUBORDINATION TO BE PUNISHED 
RUTHLESSLY. 

A Petrograd telegram, dated Wednesday, 
says :— 

M. Kerensky, in his new capacity as 
Generalissimo of the Russian Army, has issued 
an Order of the Day to the Army and Fleet, in 
the course of which he says:—The  insengate 
attempt at revolt, organised by the  ex- 
Generalissimo and a handful of other Generals, 
has been completely checked. The guilty per- 
sons will be placed in the hands of justice, to 
be dealt with under the martial law of the re- 
volution. The settlement of the revolt without 
bloodshed has demonstrated the good sense of 
the Russian people. The Army and Fleet, with 
their General and Admirals, their officers, 
soldiers and sailors, who are face to face with 
the formidable enemy, have remained faithful 
to their duty in regard to their country. Six 
months of free political life have induced the 
conviction in everyone, that in view of the pre- 
sent situation all extreme and unrefiecting de- 
mands can but result in weakening the State. 
Let every soldier and General understand that 
every act of insubordination to the 
authorities will henceforth be pupished 
ruthlessly. At this present moment all 
the forees of the nation must be directed, 
before everything olse, to the defence of the 
country against the enemy without. 


POSITION OF THE ALLIES’ 
REPRESENTATIVES. 

The diplomatic representatives of the Allied 
Powers in Petrograd, says a Reuter’s telegram 
on Wednesday, issued the following sitate- 
ment :— 

“Certain newspapers during the present 
events referred to the representatives of the 
Allied Powers in Petrograd, alleging that they 
were taking steps either to support General 
Korniloff’s action or to hinder his suppression. 
It is not necessary to deny such a statement, 
which is contrary to the réle of the Allies in 
Russian international affairs. The representa- 
tives of all the Mntente Powers in Petrograd, in 
sympathy with the great democracy of their 
Ally, offered their good services to avoid the 
shedding of blood in a civil war.” 

The communiqué then gives the text of a 
verbal Note presented on Monday to the 
Minister for Foreign Affairs by the British 
Ambassador, Sir George Buchanan acting as 
doyen of the Diplomatic Corps, and proceeds -— 
“The representatives of the Allied Powers met, 
under the presidency of Sir George Buchanan, 
to deliberate on the situation created by the 
conflict between the Provisional Government 
and General Korniloff. Conscious of their ‘duty 
to remain at their posts for the defence, if 
necessary, of their nationals, they, at the same 
time, consider it of the highest importance to 
maintain the union of all the forces in Russia 
for the continuation of the victorious war, in 
view of which they unanimously declared that, 
in the interest of humanity, and anxious to pre- 
vent irreparable calamities, they offered their 
good services with the sole aim of serving the 


terests of Russia and the work of the Allies.” 


REPORTED COLLAPSE OF THE 
REVOLT. 
NO CLEMENCY FOR KORNILOFF. 


The Central Executive Committees of the 
Council of Workmen’s and Soldiers’ Delegates 
and the Council of Peasants held a general meet- 
ing yesterday, when General Korniloff's plot 
was discussed in detail. One of the delegates 
declared that democracy was secomplishing in 
these days a colossal task for the salvation of 
the country. 

M. Skobeleff, Minister of Labour, stated that 
General Korniloff’s attempt had definitely failed, 
that his staff had surrendered, and that the 
whole machinery of the Army administration 
would shortly be reorganised. 

M. Skobeleff added that the 
ment had acted in complete 
with the Revolutionary democracy, 
triumphed, but victory ought not to dull 
the vigilance of the Government, as the recent 
anti-revelutionary movement had demonstrated 
the criminal activity of General Kaledin, the 
Hetman of the Cossacks. 

The Minister concluded by saying that the 
resence in the new Government of elements 
in any way connected with General Korniloff 
ought to be rendered i i 

M. Arksentieff, Minister of the Interior, 
stated that owing to General Korniloff’s revolt, 
the Russian fronts had been for three days 
without any defence, and without a com- 
mander. M. Arkeentieff’ added that the 
severest penalty ought to be inflicted on 
General Korniloff, and that the Government 
would do nothing to obtain clemency for him. 
The task of the new Government, said the 
Minister, will be to fight counter-revolutionary 
attempts, to saferpuard the liberty of the 
country, and to defend it against the enemy 
without.

COUNT LUXBURG'S 


DISMISSAL. 
(REUTER'’S TELEGRAM.) 


A Reuter’s Buenos Ayres telegram of Wed- 
nesday says :— ; 

In consequence of the publication of official 
confirmation of the telegrams sent. by Count 
Uuxburg, the German Minister, there is great 
excitement among the inhabitants here, Fire: 
men and numerous police have been sent to 
guard the offices of the German newspapers 
published here, and the German Legation, Con- 
sulate, and club, where an immense crowd is 
threatening to storm the buildings and is break- 
ing windows. A large procession with flags 
made a demonstration before the house of the 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, cheering him, and 
ezecrating Count Luxburg and Germany. 

(LATER.) 

The demonstrations continue. Street orators 
are demanding a rupture with Germany. The 
police are endeavouring to disperse the crowds, 
but some German shops have been attacked. 
A Cabinet Council, lasting tapes hours, was held 
today, when it was i to await ex- 
lanations from Stockholm and Berlin, and in- 
ormation from Washington, before taking up a 
definite swttitude regarding Sweden and Ger- 
many. 

The crowd has attacked the offices of the 
Union, a journal devoted to pro-German propa- 
ganda, attempting to set it on fire. The Ger- 
man Club has been set on fire. The police are 
powerless to restrain the. crowds. 

Several blocks of German business houses 
and offices of German newspapers have alse 
been burnt down. 


THurspay. 

The Government has sent to Germany the 
following Note :— 

“The Argentine Government recognised and 
appreciated the magnanimous and high-minded 
manner in which Germany met fully the 
Argentine statement of demands in all ite pro- 
positions, but it regrets to make it known to 
you that your Minister, Count Luxburg, has 
ceased to be a persona grata, because of his 

ublished despatches, and that in consequence 
fhe Argentine Government has handed him his 
passporte.

One of the South American Legations here 
has received a telegram from , An: 
nouncing that the German Chancellor will on 
Friday in the Reichstag make an im nt 
statement regarding Count Lusburgs des- 
patches. The telegram states that military 
and political circles in Germany are afraid of 
the consequences if the authenticity of Mr. 
Lansing’s statement is proved. A group of 
German oolonists here is preparing a manifesto, 
declaring its disapproval of the text of Count 
Luxburg's telegrams. 


GERMAN COMMENT. 


Regarding the Swedish disclosures, the 
Vossische Zeiteng, according to a telegram from 
Berlin, says that to reproach Sweden with any 
violation of neutrality is completely unjustified, 
and is disproved by statements from German 
and Swedish official quarters. 

The Kreuczeitung regards the publication of 
the telegrams as a diplomatic offence against 
Sweden's neutrality. 

The Tagelicfe Rwundschau writes:—They play 
the same tune about Sweden as Dr. Wilson does 
about Germany—namely, they draw an interna- 
tional distinction betwean the Government and 
the people of Sweden. The people, they say, 
are right, but the Government is to blame, and 
should, therefore, be entrusted te Branting for 
improvement.

RUSSIAN ADVANCE IN RIGA

GERMANS ADMIT REVERSE. 


Russian official, dated 13th September :— 

Our vanguard elements and reconnoiiring 
parties advancedsin the direction of Riga con- 
tinue to hold the line of the River Nitzupe- 
Zegenholf-Pausk-Zegevolt-Lepsolo-Bayor. In the 
recion of Jacobstadt there were fusillades in tpe 
first lines. Intense artillery activity has taken 

lace in the direction of Sventsany, where cur 
batteries have bombarded certain points of the 
enemy s itions in the village of German 
Vitichsno to the south of Vidzo. Our fire caused 
several explosions. On the remainder of this 
front. there is posing to report. 

Romanian Front.—In the region to the south 
of Rodauts our elements have taken ion 
of a height to the south of Solka. ilst re- 
pulsing enemy’s counter-attacks, two enemy 
cempanies were m i Over 400 Aus- 
trians, twelve officers, and six machine ns 
were captured. In the region to the west of 
Okna Rumanian troo after a combat, took 
possession of the height situated to the north- 
east of Slonik, but owing to bitter enemy coun- 
ter-attacks and curtain fire, had to abandon it. 

Another communiqué says >— 

In the direction of Riga our advanced detach- 
mente continued to fight their way forward. In 
the region of the coast we occupied the village 
of Kuli. To the south of the Pskov road the 
Lettish Battalions, after fierce fighting, occupied 
the village of Pelne, capturing prisoners and 
booty. After the occupation of this village the 
Letts moved forward in the direction of Rent- 
zon, and further to the south our advanced 
units occupied the line of Moritaburg-Wete- 

ake - Dosurun - Shkersten-Myza-Altkvipet-Mil 
tones and Nigalas. 

German Official —To the south of the Riga- 
Wenden road our cavalry poste withdrew be- 
fore strong Russian pressure, coming from the 
direction of Moritzberg and Neu-Kaipen. To 
the north of Baranovitchi, east of Tarnorol, 
and on the Zbruez there were lively destructive 
firing and reconnoitring skirmishes. Between 
the i and the Black Sea there were no 
fighting actions of importance.

The Press Association ore Sat inquiries re- 
specting the economic condition of the Germamr” 
Empire tend to show that she has weathered 
the most critical period of the year. Conditions 
during July have, in certain regpects, turned 
out rather more favourable than antici- 
pated, even by the German authorities them- 
selves. At the best, however, conditiong aré 
evidently not such as to justify tho slightest 
departure from the present draatic State control 
of food supplies, and every effort is being made 
to enforce its «trict execution. Indeed, the 
Chancellor ís reported to have expressed the 
opinion that this control will have to be main- 
tained for severe] years after the conclusion of 
peace, and will include a State monopoly of 
corn for the whole period of transition to 
normal conditions, which he estimates at from 
three to five years. 

With regard to Austria-Hungary, the economic 
situation = grave. Taking all the crops 
~—cereals, fodder, potatoes, roots, vegetables, 
and fruite—the total yield in Hungary would 
not be more than a medium one; whilst in 
Austria, Bohemia, Moravia, and Galicia it will 
be r. The potato famine still continues in 
Asie.

In spite of loud talk in certain quarters, 
there is no reason to believe, and there certain! 
is no evidence, that the Germans have adop 
new tactics in their U boat warfare, and what 
was said a week ago as to the way in which 
this menfice is being tackled by the British still 
holds good. No one claims that it has been 
overcome, but people should not for that reason 
blindly swallow all German claims. They talk 
contemptuously about the loss ef one of their 
U boata per month; they know that to be 
nonsense, As a matter of fact, it ia at least 
many times that number. I am not going to 
inform the enemy by quoting the Seuál figures 
but I ean tell you that the effect of naval 
action against German su during the 
last quarter has yielded what I will call good 
results in the destruction of their vessels. 

No doubt German under-water activity is 
very high just now, but this should be taken 
in conjunction with the fact that the last and 
third definite date fixed by the German 
High Command for its complete success over 
us was the early part of October. 

With regard to recently current reports as to 
losses in the Atlantic from the action of 
U boats, the German claims are not borne out 
by facts. In this area there has, for obvious 
reasons, been increased enemy activity; but our 
counter measures are proving successful. In 
this class of warfare the fight is, and must be, a 
stiff fight, but, notwithstanding the increased 
building and Fa! on the part of the enemy, 
we are more than holding our own, and with 
the help of time, which is on our side, success 
is assured.

KILLED AND INJURED BY U BOAT

_ The Press Association has received the follow- 
ing from a reliable souree>—The schooner Jane 
Williamson, of Arklow, met with a small 
German submarine off the coast of Cornwall at 
4 o'clock in the afterncen of the 10th Septem- 
ber.

WAR COMMITTEE APPOINTED, 


A Reuter’s Paris telegram says >— 

The new Cabinet has been officially formed as 
follows:-—-Prime Minister and Minister of War, 
M. Painlevé; Justice, M. Peret; Foreign Affairs, 
M. Ribot ; Interior, M. Steeg; Marine, M. Chau 
met; Armament, M. Loucheur; Finance, M. 
Klotz; Colonies, M. René Besnard; Public 
Works, M. Claveille; Public Instruction, M. 
Vincent; Labour, M. Renard; Commerce, M. 
Clementel; Agriculture, M. David; Supplies, M. 
Long; Foreign Missions, M. Franklin Bouillon; 
Secretaries of State and members of the War 
Committee, MM. Barthou, Leon Bourgesais, 
Doumer, and Jean Dupuy. 

A decree has been iesued intimating a War 
Committee composed of M. Painlev4é, the Minis 
ters of Foreign Affairs, Marine, and Armament, 
Secretaries of State, MM. Barthou, Bourgeois, 
Doumer, and Jean Dupuy; the Minister of 
Finance for business concerning his Department, 
and Chiefs of the Staff of Army and Navy, tha 
latter two in a consultative capacity. 

There are eleven Under Secretaries of State. 
five of whom are attached to the Ministry of 
War. 

A decree has also been iseued instituting an 
Economic Committee, composed of M. Doumer 
as President, with the Ministers of Commerce, 
Agriculture, Colonies, Trangports; Armaments 
and Revictualling, and the Minister of Finance 
for business concerning his Department. 

M. Painlevé, the new French Premier, allud- 
ing to his attempt to form a Cabinet of 
national union, expresses regret that the 
eg did not consider it their duty to join 
it, but hopes they will show confidence in the 
new Cabinet, and give it their moral support.

ROADS AND MOTOR 
TRAFFIC.

REPORT OF THE ROAD BOARD, 


The seventh annual report of the Road Board, 
issued yesterday, shows that applications were 
made to the Board for advances during the 
year ended March álst last for £1,051, of 
which £966,510, or 91.88 per cent., was for 
“improvement of road crusts.”’ 

For Ireland, the amount of advences applied 
for was £25,883, solely for road crust improve- 
ment. The amount advanced was £3,018, mak- 
ing the total grants made and promised to 
Ireland £342,514. Of this sum, 128 has 
been paid. 

In Ireland the expenditure on the maifitenance 
of roads during the year 1914-15 was £1,209,206, 
or 66.2 pence per head of the population, com- 
ared with 114.6 in England and 75.0 in Boot- 
and. The granta made to Ireland were:—£500 
to Antrim ty Council, £4. Carlow County 
Council, £7,004 Clare County Council, £96 Down 
County Council, £605 Dublin County Council, 
£470 Kildare County Council, and £284 Sligo 
County Council. It may be mentioned that the 
special circumstances which have caused a great 
increase in road expenditure in England dnd 
Wales, and in some parts of Sootland, due 
to the large volume of motor traffic, have not 
hitherto pressed with any severity upon the 
highway authorities in Ireland. | 

n Kagland applications were received for 
over £1,050, Income fell to £152,000, while 
net payments were over £254,000. The report 
points to the t damage caused to man 
miles of road by motor traffic connected wi 
military movements and transit of warlike 
stores. Notwithstanding the expenditure of 
nearly one and a half millions in ial work 
on public roads, paid for out of the y funds 
and other Government contributions, an oxten- 
sive work mileage has greatly deteriorated in 
condition. 

During the current year, with Treasury sane- 
tion, the Board ere distributing £200,000 out of 
the Road Improvement Fuad, chiefly in aid of 
tar-treating main country roads suitable for 
such treatment. In a memorandum to the Re- 
construction Department, the Board point out 
that about 10 per cent. of the total road mile- 
age of England and Wales, or about 15,000 
miles, require reconstruction or strengthening 
at an estim cost of approximately thirty 
millions of money, over and above the normal 
expenditure of local authorities, on current and 
deferred maintenances.

Hitherto we have been able to import flour 
from America, Canada, and Australia on pretty 
level terms with the home product. Since the 
war started more flour has had to be imported 
from England and Scotland than formerly. The 
British millers have not been allowed to mae 
more for flour delivered in Dublin than the 
Dublin local prices. 

As to delivery of bread, the cost is higher in 
Dublin ye peewee because the bulk of the 
bread in blin is delivered to the customers, 
while in England it is quite a usual thing to go 
to the shops, and take the bread across 
the counter. So far as the prices fixed hy the 
Food Control Committee are concerned, the 
bakers regard them as being more or less of a 
tentative character, beeause we have been told 
by the Controller: “I will give you flour at a 
certain price—go and sell it at 9d. per 4ib. loaf. 
I believe you can do it at a profit, but if, 
after a time, you find it results in a loss, come 
along to me and make your case for a revision, 
and we will give you a hearing.” Meantime, 
we are proceeding with the sale of bread on 
these lines. 


MILK AND MEAT SUPPLY. 
THE KILLING OF IN-OALF COWS. 


In a letter si “- Lae,” which was printed 
in t Irish Times of yesterday, the writer 
asked if there was any trith in the rumour that 
‘there is a scarcity of milking cows at present, 
and likely to be during the coming winter.’ 
“TI this is the case,” he says, “ and the prac 
tice ef slaughtering in-calf heifers and cows 
stall continues, the scarcity will become greater, 
and, therefore, the practice should be immedi- 
ately stopped. 

Inquiries made yesterday from butchers and 
others in Dublin confirm the statement of our 
co t. A butcher in a large way of 
business at the North side of the city says that 
a considerable number of in-calf heifers and 
cows have been slaughtered. That, he admits, 
is a wrong thing to do, but in most cases it is 
done in ignorance. 

Another butcher said that the high price of 
cattle has occasionally impelled a

animal] 

Mr. Prentice, of the Veterinary branch of the 
Irish Department of Agriculture and Technical 
Instruction, stated that there ts an Order of 
the Department agp the slaughter or 
shipment of in-calf cows. But it is a difficult 
matter to work, because, as he says, it is almost 
impossible to detect the condition of a cow 
that has gone only two or three months in calf. 
Even the farmer who sells the animal in the 
market may not be aware that she is in calf, 
owing to the system which prevails of herding 
males and females indiscriminately together on 
the land. Wherever and whenever the condition 
is visible the animal will not be allowed to 
leave the country, and must not be slaughtered. 
It is evident to everyone that the killing of 
animals in such & condition inflicts a grave loss 
on the country.

LATEST ATTACKS ON SAN 


GABRIELLE, 


A. Beaumont, Special Correspondent of the 
Preas Association and Daily Telegraph, writing 
from Milan on Thureday, says:—The Austrian 
attack on the plateau of Bainsizza, and against 
San Gabrielle and the plain of Santa Caterina, 
has been conducted with extraordinary fury 
— the past few days. It is an attack of 
consicerable extent, and amounts practically 
to a vielent counter-offensive with the object 
of depriving the Italian troops of the important 
posi conquered three weeks ago. The 
centre of the fighting is always Monte San 
Gabrielle, on which the Italian troops had set 
foot soon after the conquest of Monte Santo, 
and from which the repeated efforts of the 
Austriane have not been able to dislodge them, 
On the contrary, the daily reports show that 
the advantage remaing with the Italian Army, 
which continues to defeat each successive 
attack, and oeeasionally gains fresh ground. 
The summit of San Gabrielle was furiously bom- 
barded for days by the Austrian artillery. 
Seeing that their gun® had no effect, they 
attempted fr inn amg by successive attacks 
with maases of infantry, and the general battle 
extended to tho adjacent positions of Santa 
Caterina. The enemy's efforts have been in 
vain, and the Italian troops have not only 
maintained all their positions, but inflicted 
severe losses on the assailants, eo that the 
Austrian reserves have been notably dinimished.

THE PRICE OF TEA. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Six,—Your correspondent of yesterday on the 
price of tea manifested a great anxiety that 
the public should understand who is 
blame,' but his letter is misleading, and, com- 
ing from one who has claims to be an expert in 
the matter, exhibits a lack of knowledge of the 
actual facts, with apparently complete ignorance 
of the utterly different requirements of the Irish 
trade compared with that of the rest of the 
United Kingdom. 

The present import. of tea is restricted to 40 
per cent. of what is was in the year July, 1915- 
June, 1916. Actually, however, owing to greater 
shipping difficulties than anticipated, the land- 
ings during the past few months have been very 
much less; hence the heavy depletion of reserve 
stocks (“‘free”’ tea) and their great augmen- 
tation of price. The. Food Controller has, 
through a special Control Committee, 
divided the arranged supply into four classes— 
A, B, C, and D, and fixed the price of A and B, 
and, in certain cases, C. Class A is to be re- 
tailed to the public at 2s. 4d. ger lb., and 
absorbs 30 per cent. of the quantity available. 
This class is practically useless for Irish trade. 
In the first place, the tea is mainly of the 
paorest quality—rough, thin-liquorin uchong, 
such as was never used by Irish blenders. 
Secondly, the profit on this grade, “ between 
Mincing lane and Banagher,’’ is limited to 4d. 
per lb. Of this, the retailer in Banagher, after 
paying carriage from Dublin, would have to be 
content with ba 


Class B is fair tea, but the profit available 
for division between the wholesaler an 
retailer being imadequate in the circum- 
.stances of Irish provincial trade, the 
result is ‘that our supply would seem 
mainly to have to be met by Classes C and 
D, spun out by the existing stocks of “ free” 
tea, which have been eagerly competed for re- 
cently at prices up to 3s. ód. per lb. under bond. 
As C and D together comprise only 
cent. of the total allotments, it behoves the 
Irish consumer to be especially economical with 
his tea. In any case, for tea a big price 
will have to be paid. The writer to-day saw an 
invoice for an allotment under Class D. The 
price was 2s. 10jd. in London. This is equiva- 
lent to 3s. 11d., duty paid, in Dublin. 

Your correspondent yesterday suggested that 
‘the public should insist on-obtaining excellent 
tea at 2s. 4d. to 2s. 6d. per lb.” In the circum- 
stances, it hardly seems excellent advice.—
